President Coolidge replied softly 
but pointedly today to those of his

terests of the country. 


He made a "business speech" 


to a delegation of several hundred 
Kcw 
York 
business 
men 
who 


made a pilgrimage to the "back 
porch" of the White House, and 
in the course of it he took occa- 
sion to promise that, if elected, 
the 
business 
interests of 
the 


country could expect an adminis- 
tration that "understands busi- 
ness " 


The president's audience was 


made up of members of the exe- 
cutive committee of the New York 
business men's association. 


"You 
gentlemen who have come 


here in behalf of business," said 
Mr. Coolidge, "come to speak for 
an interest that far surpasses any 
other in the American community. 


"This is a business country, 


pre-eminent in all kinds, of busi- 
ness, industrial and agricultural, 
and it wants a business govern- 
ment. 


"I do not mean by that a gov- 


ernment by business nor a gov- 
ernment for business. 
But I do 


mean a government that will

traffic regulation other than park- 
ing limits in the business district. 
Where patrolmen are unable to 
check on violations, the effect of 
the ordinance has not been felt to 
so great an extent. 


Still Many Violators 


Parking without lights at night 


in thj residence section is a 
major offense. 
The chief said he 


had personally investigated these 
conditions and found many auto- 
ists violating the provision. 


Following a checkup by an ob- 


server for the Chronicle-Telegram 
Tuesday night, with the printing 
of license numbers of those autos 
violating 
ordinance " provisions, 


more attention was paid to the 
matter on Wednesday night. 


Scores of autos were parked on 


all main streets, the greater ma- 
jority of them 
bearing ample 


light to meet the requirements of 
the law. Some cars displayed on- 
ly tail lights or only head lights. 


Many motorists overlook the 


fact that the ordinance requires 
parking lights so displayed that 
they can be visible from any direc- 
tion. The fact is also overlooked 
that the city ordinance in this 
respect is in conformity with the 
state law and is enacted to facili- 
tate enforcement of traffic provi- 
sions by bringing violations under 
city ordinance. 
The minimum 


fine for violations under this or- 
dinance is $10.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—When Brit- 


ain polls—for the third time in 
two years—on October 29, three 
great protagonists 
will 
keenly 


compete for votes. 


They will be three ex-Premiers 


—Ramsay 
MacDonald, 
Stanley 


Baldwin and Herbert Henry As- 
quith, all madly anxious to win 
back the cares of office and re- 
enjoy the dingy spaces of No. 10 
Downing street. 


MacDonald and Asquith are ex- 


tremely poor men. Baldwin is im- 
mensely 
rich. 
But 
all three 


would give their all to regain a 
wretchedly underpaid job, to re- 
enter a life of nerve-racking toil 
and fearful- anxiety, just to handle 
once again the reins of power. 


Baldwin will enter the race 


with the best advantages. 
He 


stands for a party that has the 
biggest solid vote in Britain, with 
an organization whose name is 
allied with the words "safety and 
composure" and a campaign fund 
at least ten times that of his two 
opponents combined. 
He knows 


that his party, almost certainly, 
must return with the greatest 
number 
of 
votes, and, even 


though he cannot himself regain 
power, at least he will be the dic- 
tator of the other two parties. 
He can make and unmake. 


MacDonald Forces Growing 
MacDonald fights the election 


with 
comparatively 
small, hut 


growing and enthusiastic forces. 
His campaign fund is ludicrous, 
as compared with Baldwin's. If 
all contributions amount to $150,- 
000 he will reckon himself extra- 
ordinarily fortunate. 
But if it 


amounts to only one-quarter of 
that amount, his several millions 
of supporters will take their eoap 
boxes to the corners of the streets 
and what they lack in coin they 
will more than equal in eagerness 
and enthusiasm. 


Asquith represents what, since 


the war, has been the wavering 
forces of Liberalism. 
For over 


150 years Britain has always 
tended toward Liberalism in times 
of stress, and 
its program of 


"Peace, Retrenchment 
and Re- 


form" has periodically 
sent it 


back to office with big majorities. 


But Lloyd George almost fatal- 


ly disrupted the party when he 
drove Asquith out of office during 
the war, and the wounds have 
never been healed. 
And, while 


the party has not moved toward 
the negative virtues of the Tories, 
its progressive instincts have been 
seized and accelerated 
by the 


Laborites. 
For the time being 


Liberalism makes practically no 
recruits. 
It depends on a revul- 


sion of feeling among its old sup- 
porters. 
Asquith treasures no 


hopes of a majority vote. He even 
doubts his own election. 
The 


The most he could visualize would 
be an even break between Tory- 
ism and Labor, with himself step- 


ping in to keep the balance. 


MacDonald Starts Strong 


MacDonald starts with the bene 


fit of the clearest and most sharp- 
ly defined program. 
He stands 


on his past achievements and 
prophesies future results of simi- 
lar policies. His great argument 
will be the work he has accom- 
plished for the peace of Europe. 
He will point to the schemes of 
social reform already put in op- 
eration—fall in the cost of living, 
successful housing and unemploy-

LONDON, Oct. 23.—R Is esti- 


mated that the general election 
now in progress will cost the 
country, directly and indirectly, 
fully $400,000,000. ' This means 
that Britain has spent approxi- 
mately $1,200,000,000 in elec- 
tions during the past two years, 
oi- enough to have solved its un- 
employment problems three times 
over. 


The greater amount of this tre- 


mendous sum is loss due to inter- 
ruption and uncertainty of busi- 
ness during the election. 
It is 


estimated that during the time 
between a Dissolution of Parlia- 
ment and an election there is a 
daily loss to the country of at 
least $30,000,000 through this 
cause. 


The smaller portion of the 


$400,000,000 is candidates' elec- 
tioneering expenses. 


Candidates' expenses are strict- 


ly regulated by law-, and if he 
goes beyond the figure he is legal- 
ly entitled to spend he is liable to 
very severe penalties, which are 
often enforced. 


A candidate in a city constitu- 


ency is allowed to spend ten 
cents per voter in actual election- 
eering expenses, while in a rural 
constituency 
he is allowed 
to 


spend fourteen cents. 


The number of voters in Brit- 


ain is slightly in excess of 21,- 
000,000. 
The total number of 


candidates — Liberals, Conserva- 
tives and Laborites—is expected 
to be almost 1,500. This means, 
roughly, that approximately thirty 
cents is allowed by law to be spent 
on each elector. 
So that candi- 


dates are allowed to lavish about 
37,000,000 on the electorate in 
the direction of mail charges and 
literature only. 


Every candidate must deposit 


$750 with the Nominations Officer 
on his nomination. 
If he fails to 


secure 25 per cent of the total 
vote polled he forfeits this sum. 


The two wealthiest parties are 


the Conservatives and the Liber- 
als, while the poorest is the Labor 
Party.

council. 


The meeting will begin at 7:30 


and is in the form of an adjourn- 
ed meeting of the council. 


A later meeting is planned when 


the city expects to have a natural 
gas engineer present to offer ex- 
pert technical advice in the local 
situation. 


In the meantime the war waged 


between the Chronicle-Telegram 
and The Logan Gas Co. is bringing 
out many supporters of the posi- 
tion taken by Elyria's newspaper 
that the addition of 
a 
service 


charge is wholly unwarranted. By 
letter and telephone, citizens are 
voicing complaints and commend- 
ing the Chronicle-Telegram for its 
work. 


The direct attack of the Gas 


company this week on J. F. Burke, 
editor of the Chronicle-Telegram, 
has been the means of enlisting 
additional support in the people's 
fight.

One of the most unique com- 


plaints reaching public attention 


is that of Mrs. L. B. Wilson, 971 
Foster avenue, a citizen 70 years 
of age. 


Mrs. 
Wilson said that the gas 


company was using a pipe line to 
supply gas for nine residences on 
Foster avenue that had been laid 
and paid for 
by 
herself. 
She 


says the company has refused to 
pay her for the line or reimburse 
her in any way. 


"If I were 25 years younger 1 


would go out there with a spade 
and dig up that line myself," Mrs. 
Wilson said. 


The facts which she claims tc 


be true are that in 1907 she caus- 
ed to be erected a home at 214 
Foster avenue. 
After being two 


years without gas, she personally 
paid for the materials and for the 
laying of a two-inch 
pipe 
line 


across the fields from Dewey ave- 
nue and obtain gas for her house. 


She claims that now the gas 


company has laid extensions to 
eight other residences from her 
private line and has meters in 
each of these nine houses from 
which they are obtaining revenue. 
She has been unable to collect a 
cent from the gas company for 
the use of this line. She says the 
gas company claims there is no 
contract and refuses to make a 
settlement. 


All persons reporting complaints 


of any description are urged to 
attend the council meeting 
to- 


night. 
This is at the invitation 


of the council and is independent 
of the activities of the Chronicle- 
Telegram in baring the facts re- 
garding the gas situation. 


Unless a protest of 
sufficient 


•weight to stir the Public Utilities 
Commission at Columbus is made 
soon, the service charge will have 
become a fact by November 15.

ed and it was finally decided to 
take 110 action at present, but to 
further investigate the proposal. 
The council believed that any ac- 
tion they may take wil only be 
done after the members are bet- 
ter informed o nthe question. 


THE GAS COMPANY'S!?) LETTER 


The Logan Gas Company has sent out a letter to 


its consumers in the city of Elyra. We would like to 
examine the contents of that letter in the light of the 
actual facts. This letter, unsigned, presumably was 


f mailed and undoubtedly the personal end of it pre- 


pared in this city. The letter begins with a statement 
that "natural gas investments grow by millions of 
dollars." The impression that this sentence is de- 
signed to give the readers is that additional millions 
of dollars are being invested to supply Elyria and 
these neighboring cities with gas and the people of 
this city in their imagination think that this gas 
comes irom a distant place and they picture the long 
pipe lines and the depleted gas at West Virginia and 
-the terrible expense therewith. 


The Gas Company knows that there is nothing of | 


the kind. Every particle of gas that is used in Ely- j 
ria, Lorain and neighboring cities that are supplied I 
by the Logan Gas Company comes from a territory 
within a radius of sixty miles of this city. We have 
visited the fields, noted the number of gas wells, noted 
the pressure and we are speaking in accordance with 
the facts when we say that in some of those fields 
there has not been a gas well that has become non- 
productive or worthless within more than two years. 
Some of them have gone down below the point where 
they are valuable to use; in other fields, they have 
been swabbed out and found the pressure is sufficient 
to continue. There may be a few cases in the last few 
•years where some wells have failed to respond. But 
in one field in discussing it with the employees of the 
Logan Gas Company, we found that nothing like any 
shortage within the memory of the employees who 
jrere giving the information, and they had been there 


for six years and more. This field had fifty-seven 
wells. Only 26 wells were turned on, because there 
was not any greater need. 


When it is suggested that millions of dollars are 


being added to these fields in the way of investment 
to produce gas for Elyria and neighboring cities, it is 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false. They are digging 
some additional wells and some of these are very 
strong wells, one reaching as high as 9,000,000 cu. ft. 
a clay and several over a million. It costs $15,000 to 
sink and equip a flowing well, and it costs about $5,000 
for one in which they do not get a sufficient quantity 
of gas for it to pay. 


There are the same number of engines that are 


pumpiiig at Lester that there were several years ago; 
and while in the cold weather an additional engine or 
two might be used very beneficially, according to the 
engineer in charge and according to the best evidence 
obtained from the fields, these engines have not been 
put on. 


Costs Elyrians $48,000 Yearly 


The added amount that is asked for from the 


people of Elyria alone would be over $45,000.00, paid 
for, not in proportion as we use the gas, but equally 
from each family, whether it uses 2,000 feet or 10,000 
feet, and amounting to $9.00 from each home, aggre- 
gating over $45,000.00, or nearly 5% income on nearly 
a million dollars. For this amount that should be 
contributed by the people of Elyria, there is not an 
additional cubic foot of gas given us, and not an ad- 
ditional element of expense anywhere. Taking the 
number of cities according to their figures that are 
being suxtolied by them, and to whom they have made 


like propositions, if there is the same amount collect- 
ed from them as from Elyria, they would receive in 
added income without a particle of added expense, 
nearly six and a half millions of dollars, or 5% income 
on $1,200,000,000. 


Imagine for a moment, taking dry wells and 


flowing wells, at the cost of which we have spoken. 
This amount of money would sink over ten thousand 
wells; several times the number of wells that have 
been sunk in their whole territory. But now, note 
another thing. They suggest that according to the 
law and the constitution, they are permitted to re- 
ceive a percentage upon the value of their property. 
This, according to all the laws and regulations, is sup- 
posed to be 8%. This 8r/c is based upon the value of 
the property of the public service corporation. 


Now note. The value of a gas field is dependent 


upon the amount of gas in the field, the number of 
years that it will last, as well as the number of cus- 
tomers and the ignorance of those customers concern- 
ing their rights. Now, the Gas Company declares 
that their fields are being depleted. The amount of 
gas has decreased so that the fields are not as valuable 
as they were and yet they declare that on the basis of, 
the valuation they can increase their profits. If they i 
are increasing their profits, it must be they maintain; 
that their fields are more valuable than they were. If! 
they are more valuable, the Company is misrepresent- j 
ing the facts about them. That is, that there is more 
gas there, and it will last more years than they have 
been saying that it would. 


They found themselves up against this propo- 


sition in the city of Pittsburgh and that neighbor- 
hood. 53i£y had be>en declaring that their gas fields 


were being depleted and the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion began to take cognizance of that fact to reduce 
the valuation of their fields for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a rate because it showed that the actual value 
was not there. They then turned around and argued 
absolutely contrary to their former argument and 
said that there was practically an inexhaustable 
amount of gas in the fields and it would last for many 
years. Both of their propositions cannot be true. If 
there is a small amount of gas in the fields, and it is 
going to be exhausted in a day or two and the fields 
are worthless and the Public Utilities Commission 
basing the profit which these men can make up on the 


I valuation, would give them mighty small amount o* 
i profit. But if it is a constantly increasing valuation 


\ it must be due to new discoveries of larger amounts 
1 of gas which will last for a longer period. 


We are not trying to say here on which side th€ 


truth lies, of their two positions, or whether the truth 
lies more in the middle of the road, between these two 
positions. But we are simply pointing out to show 
the utter unreliability of the statements of the Gas 
Company.

' Gas Company Has Upper Hand 


The next portion of the letter says that they 


have filed with the Ptiblic Utilities Commission the 
same schedule of rates already accepted by 58 of the 
72 communities and then warns us not to fight them, 
because, they say, "we have not any fear of what the 
Public Utilities Commission will do." 


We want to frankly say that in our judgraent^the 


Gas Company speaks well within the truth, when 
they frankly tell us that the Public Utilities Commis-

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THE GAS COMPANY'S (?) LETTER

Tiiere are only a few places and Elyria is one of 


them and Bueyrus is another where the advertising 
that they have put in has not silenced the editorial 
•writings in the paper, or made them positively favor- 
able to the Gas Company. In Bueyrus, on Monday 
night, the proposal of the Gas Company was turned 
down unanimously, in spite of the same letter being 
sent out in that city, as is being sent out here. The 
same management conducts the paper in Bueyrus that 
conducts it in Elyria, and the same facts prevail there 
as prevail here. The same editorial policy is being 
pursued. 


They ask the question, "If you haven't the consti- 


tutional right to think for yourself?'' They attempt 
jto suggest that a thinking for yourself will think for 
them. The truth is, we have been presenting the 
facts concerning the situation as far as we have them, 
land we demand the time for the cities to get together 
,to investigate the facts with which we are not familiar 
and with which they are familiar, so that they can be 
considered from all angles and not from one angle. 
But the final determination is left to you. TVe do not 
believe it should be left to them, and, certainly, we 
have never found fault or failed to acquiesce when 
the majority of the citizens have spoken. 


$60,000 Saved in Two Years 


Four years ago, we made tMs same fight, as we 


have said. The Gas Company got the thing through 
with an emergency clause. The Electric Light Com- 
pany asked for an increase. We urged a referendum 
and the people voted against it, and there was saved 
to this city an amount of approximately $30.000 a 
year; for two years—$60,000.00. 


We believe that someone must present the facts 


from the people's standpoint, and we propose to do it 
in spite of all the lawyers they can hire or the experts 
they can employ, or the billingsgate they can sling. In 
fact, we are more confident that their case is defense- 
less by reason of the fact that they stoop to these per- 
sonalities in trying to arouse the prejudice of people 
against any one who would object to their highhanded 
measures. We are not fooled. The way in which we 
walk is the more difficult road in some respects. The 
way to peace and preferment, if that is their object, 
is along the other route. But regardless of that ques- 
tion, the basis for determination of the justice of tak- 
ing §9.00 more from the people, regardless of the 
amount of gas they use, is not the personality or suc- 
cess of any man and we are not going to be misled. 


, The merits of this controversy rest no more on 


the fact that the editor of this paper was defeated for 
the nomination for public office than it can rest upon 
the fact, that was quite notable in this letter, that no 
personal name was signed to it, so that no personal 
responsibility could apparently be placed for its lan- 
guage or its character; or that it was mailed in the 
city while purporting to come from Columbus; or that 
an attorney closely connected with it has been known 
to have been searching for matter which might be 
used personally. 


Can Not Shut Off Gas 


We want to remind the people of the city of Elyria 


that there are some things that the Public Utilities 
Commission cannot do, even if they should want to. 
They cannot prevent E-lyria's getting its gas from the 
Logan Gas Company under the franchise, as long as 
the Gas Company is able to supply it to any commun- 
ity. 
This has been settled. More than this, they can- 


not discriminate against the city. 
They may try it. 


And if we are pusilanimous enough to permit them, 
they might get away with it. But the courts are still 
here for our protection and there is no sense in the 
citizens, whether of Elyria or any other city, to be 
sandbagged in broad daylight and told we should like 
it. 


It is remarkable that there was no difference of 


opinion among all of the representatives of the cities 
that had been gathered together in Pittsburgh and if 
it were possible for the cities of Ohio to unite and 
employ common experts this matter would soon be 
settled. But, there again, the citizens are handicap- 
ped. They cannot join ?uch an organization and pav 
money for accountant service, soothe Gas Company 
and other corporations are able to keep themselves 
separate and in their helpless financial condition 
gouge them without mercy. The main difficultv that 
this conference had to meet in Pittsburgh was this 
one of which we are speaking. The amount, according 
1° £2na™^ent,for El7ria' would be from $200.00 
to $2oO.OO. But the City Council is not permitted to 
appropriate money for such a purpose, and it must be 
raised from private sources. But when the cities do 
once unite there will be hope. The truth is, that the 
state itself ought to be our protector. The Public 
I) tilities Commission should be our representative but 
instead 01 thai they are representatives of the other 
people, feeling that they owe their being and their 
continuance m being to them and directed by such 
men as Bud Hymcka, Maurice Maschke and the for- 
iner Governor of Ohio, for political and personal pur- 
poses.

number of homemakers who are 
thoroughly Informed on all politi- 
cal questions is surprising.

demanded, unless a protest was made from the cus-. 
tcmer, even before the Public Utilities Commission \ 
has passed upon it and 0. K'd. it If by any chancel 
the Public Utilities Commission should "so far foreet' 
themselves as to decide in behalf of the people, the I 
people then would have no redress, except to get a; 
rebate for this ''overcharge'' from the service corpor- 
ation. In view of the fact that they practically never 
decide for the people, the rebate has been a joke. 


We believe this to be wrong, and fought it and' 


tried to get a law through by which an increase would i 
not be permitted until at least the Public Utilities i 
Commission had acted favorably upon it. It was' 
voted down, after tremendous work by the represen- 
tatives of the public service corporation.

however, get an amendment to the law providing that i 
the public service corporation could not collect the! 
increase for four months, unless the Public Utilities
